Q You recently advised in your col- 
umn that the cake in a pipe should be 
reamed out when it approaches an eighth 
of an inch. Why is this? I like a thick 
cake as the taste is better and the smoke 
cooler. R. S. Mitchell. S. D. 


A The cake in a pipe is as sou 
know, a carbon composition. As such it 
gets hotter than the briar wood and ex- 
pands much mote quickly than the wood- 
en bowl, sometimes so much so that the 
bowl is cracked due to this sudden ex- 
pansion It is alwass best therefore. to 
ream out the cake when it gets near an 
eighth of an inch 

Some cake is necessary to prevent 
scorching ot burning of the wood bowl, 
and most pipe smokers prefer a cake 
“about the thickness of a nickel.” 

It is entirels possible that sou prefer 
a thicker cake than is normal If sou 


| smoke very slowly, as seems apparent in 





your case the cake probably does not get 


i hot enough to expand sufficiently to risk

ECEIVED an interesting letter 
from Montgomery Mulford the 
other day in which he brought out 


some interesting observations well 
worth passing along. 

He asks for instance, did you ever 
see a leading criminal pictured smok- 
ing a pipe? Come to think about it, 
that is something a bit unusual. A 
fellow could probably draw several 
inferences from such an observation, 
such as: that’s because a criminal 
isn’t smart enough to know what con- 
stitutes a good smoke 

Or, pipe smokers don’t turn to ma- 
jor crime, might be another. Perhaps 
one more nearly correct would be 
that the criminal mind isn’t of the 
more relaxed nature that somehow 
seems to characterize the pipe smok- 
ing fraternity in general. 

Always on the jump, living by their 
wits, being continually hunted and 
therefore restless, the soothing relaxa- 
tion of a good pipe just doesn’t fit 
into their unenvied lives. 

But whatever the reason, it is an 
interesting observation 


HEN HE went on to mention a 

classic pipe story of which he 
seems to be very fond. It’s the story 
about the German commander under 
the Duke of Wellington, known as 
Blucher. Now Commander Blucher 
was an inveterate pipe smoker, and 
even upon the field of battle he would 
not be without his pipe 

And what is more, he had his own 
attendant, a youth whose duty in- 
cluded supplying the General with 
pipes. In one instance the pipe he 
held between his teeth was shot away 
That’s being loyal to a pipe! 

This description of Blucher, who 
helped the British defeat Napoleon 
Bonaparte at Waterloo, is told by an 
old historical novelist, Louise Muhl- 
bach, whose several historical novels

are still fascinating reading And 
Blucher did have his pipes literally 
“shot from his mouth,” but they were 
always replaced by his faithful and 
youthful servant 


That's not unlike General Mac- 
Arthur who was constantly smoking 
his corncob, no matter what the oc- 
casion It took a big affair of state 
for him to leave his “Missourt \[eer- 
schaum” at home, but anything less 
and his pipe was always with him 
Numerous scenes in the newsreels 
showed him intormalls puffing away 
while other dignataries were on dress 
parade : 


HY DID you start smoking a 
pipe? NIulford speaks for him- 
self on this one and confesses it was 
because a sweet young thing some 
years ago was intriguing him and 
casually remarked that she loved a 
man who smoked a pipe. She prob- 
ably doesn’t remember now that she 
ever uttered the words, but Mulford 
took up pipe smoking because of it, 
and has been smoking a pipe ever 
since 
Bob Burns. whose article appears 
on page 118 of this issue, says he first 
started smoking a pipe when his 
father made one for him. Another 
fellow we know made pipes for 
friends but himself didn’t smoke. Not 
knowing whether his products were 
any good, he decided to try out one 
of his own pipes Finding what he 
had been missing, he smoked regular- 
ly thereafter

pipe.” It gives him an air of dignity 
and importance—it sort of sets him off 
from the mass 

Quite often a man who is naturally 
timid seems to gain self-confidence as if 
by magic when he lights up his pipe 
Probably a psychologist would say this 
goes hand in hand with the “individuali- 
ty” reason for pipe smoking. But what- 
ever the reason, it is a fact. To many 
a person the pipe soon becomes a part 
of his being, a silent partner, so to speak, 
and when this partner is present, he feels 
he is not alone. Yes, somewhere a pipe 
seems to pick up a bit of courage which 
it passes along to its owner and puts a 
fellow on surer ground than when he’s 
alone against the world. At any rate, 
the trick has been working for me for 
a number of years 


UT WHETHER a man sticks 
with his briar once he is started 
seems to depend largely on his own 
personality traits. I’ll even go so far 
as to say that some men are meant to 
be pipe smokers just as some are meant 
to be, for instance, artists. Others never 
will be bonafide devotees of the briar 
no matter how hard they try. I knew 
a fellow once who was quite taken with 
a friend of his and envied the enjoy- 
ment the friend got out of his pipes. 
So this fellow decided.that if there were 
so much enjoyment in a pipe he must 
get in on it 
He purchased, at his friend’s sugges- 
tion, a couple of really good briars. He

didn’t even pick out his own tobacco, 
he let the friend do that, for he realls 
felt that his friend knew pipes and to- 
baccos from A to Z, and he wanted his 
buddy’s expert help and guidance. 

He really tried hard to learn to smoke 
those pipes—I must say that for him 
He religiously followed all the rules in 
the book, but he just never did learn 
to smoke a pipe. After nearly six months 
he confessed he didn’t see much to it 
said he didn’t like the taste of the smoke 
and finally quit in disgust. And yet to 
this day the fellow wishes he really could 
smoke a pipe, could enjoy it as much as 
his friends do. But he just doesn’t like 
it, that’s all. 

There are all kinds of persons in a 
world, and some take to a pipe like a 
duck to water, whereas others, like the 
fellow I just mentioned, simply can’t 
get the gist of it, don’t care for the taste, 
and for various and sundry reasons pre- 
fer other pleasures.

WHY PIPES BURN OUT 


Improperly Breaking in the Pipe, Hot or 


Rapid Smoking and Incorrect Thickness 


Of the Cake are the Most Common Causes 


HY DO pipes burn out? 
There’s really only one an- 
swer to that: heat Many 


pipe smokers treat their pipes as though 
they were made of metal or asbestos, 
forgetting to realize that a bow! of wood 
will burn, if it gets hor enough no 
matter what precautions may have been 
made to preveent just such damage 
from occuring, 

Tt stands to reason, then, that in order 
to prevent a pipe from burning out, 
some method must be employed which 
will prevent intense heat from reaching 
the wooden bowl—heat enough, that is, 
to burn or scorch the bowl 

This is accomplished in one of two 
ways: 1) smoking slowly, thereby keep- 
ing the temperature of the burning to- 
bacco so low that it will not harm the 
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wooden bowl, and 2) allowing the for- 
mation of a cake to act as a buffer 
between the burning tobacco and the 
wooden wall of the pipe bowl, and also 
to absorb some of the heat. 

Most burn outs are attributed to im- 
properly breaking in the pipe. It is 
important to make sure only the best 
of care is given a new pipe during its 
breaking-in period. The temperature 
of the burning tobacco must be kept 
low enough to keep the bowl from 
scorching and yet at the same time help 
form the first layer of cake. 

To help reduce the chance that the 
bow! may be scorched or charred before 
the protective cake layer is formed, the 


following suggestions may be found 
helpful. 
First, the inside of any new pipe 


ally a bit of “fuzz” will remain, om 
having been completely eliminated x 
the factory.

In reaming the cake, use a regular 
veamer OL dull knife.

Probably the best way to point out 
the results of not heeding these precau- 
tions is to study a few pipes which actu- 
aly burned out or were damaged in 
this manner. To do this, the writer 
cured a number of ruined pipes and 
cut them in two with a power saw to 
show the condition inside 

Figures 1 and 2 is an excellent ex- 
ample of what not to do, and what 
results can be expected through careless- 
ness. This pipe is almost new, judging 
trom the condition of the pipe, the stem, 
and the thickness of the cake, which, 
incidentally, never was given a chance 
to form ‘The pipe was hand made by 
an expert pipemaker of good quality 
driar 
Without any doubt it was loaded to 
he brim the first few times and smoked 
rapidly. No cake had any chance to 
tom. The burning apparently began 
it once on the left side of the bowl well 
ibove the middle The wood was badly 
charred and the careless owner con- 
tinued smoking at a rapid rate which 
only made the wooden bow! butn all the 
faster 

Finally the burn came all the way 
through the bow! as shown very clearly 
an the unretouched photograph (Fig. 1) 

The bow! was cut through the center

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Fig. 3 shows a condition 
probably caused by 
reaming out the cake 
too elosely with the 
reamer and thus damag- 
ing the wocden bowl. 
The white lines indicate 
where the sides of the 
pipe bowl should be, and 
it is clearly seen to what 
extent the sides of the 
wall have been burned. 
What little cake there 
was in this pipe was 
very irregular. The 
stains in the shank are 
caused by tobacco oils 
seeping into the pores 
of the wood —a vivid 
example of the import- 
ance of keeping a pipe 
elean. 


Fig. 4 shows the result 
of too big a cake in the 
pipe. This cross section 
was made by cutting the 
pipe about half way be- 
tween rim and shank. 
The cake, shown be- 
tween white lines, meas- 
ured almost a quarter 
of an inch, nearly four 
times the 1/16 of an 
inch most pipe authori- 
ties se commend. The 
cake became so hot that 
it scorched the wood 
next to it, and finally 
eracked the bowl in 
three places, ruining the 
pipe beyond repair. 
Cakes in pipes must be 
kept at correct thick- 
ness to avoid trouble. 


Fig. 5 shows the result 
of uneven cake, For 
some reason the owner 
did not permit an even 
cake in the bowl. The 
top half was free of 
cake, but at one point 
in the bottom the cake 
was nearly one-fourth 
of an inch thick. Too 
much heat has resulted 
in the beginning of a 
burn on the left side at 
the bottom of the bowl, 
and a large crack, not 
shown but whose loca- 
tion is denoted by the 
arrow, was the owner’s 
reward for letting the 
pipe get too hot and 
not caring for it prop- 
erly.

desctibing the various tobaccos which 

go into a pipe blend, we have dis- 
cussed Burley and Virginia, two tobaccos 
which are used primarily as a “base” 
Now for a couple of issues let’s switch 
over to the “flavoring” tobaccos, types 
which are used for adding flavor, aroma 
and taste. This month we go half way 
around the world to Syria, the source 
of the universal favorite, Latakia, and 
next month we'll be back home again 
with a discussion of that marvel of 
Louisiana, Perique. 

Tobacco from Turkey and vicinity 
has long been regarded as one of the 
world’s best Years ago travelers would 
sample the varieties grown there, and 
the name spread first in Western Asia 
and the Mediterranean area, and finally 
throughout the world. 

With this region gradually becoming 
more important as a tobacco raising cen- 
ter, the quality of Turkish tobaccos was 
recognized everywhere, and more care 
and attention was given to the produc- 
tion of this variety.

HT N THIS present series of articles 


ago an unusualls 
large crop of toba in northern Syria 
was grown and h ested. An unsold 
lot had to be hung from the roofs of 
natives’ dwellings due to lack of suf- 
ficient storage facilities, The odorous 
wood which the natives used to heat 
their dwellings gave the tobacco an odor 
anda color entirely new to anything 
ever before seen 

This new type of tobacco was tried 
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straight in pipes, and then as the blend- 
ing of tobaccos became popular, it was 
used still more, for more pipe smokers 
liked it as a flavoring agent than as a 
straight smoke. 

This discovery, which resulted in a 
new type of tobacco, happened not far 
from the town of Lattaquie’ in the 
Syrian state of Alaouites, and it is from 
this town that it has since taken its 
name. Today it is known generally as 
Latakia 


HE PLANT itself is classified bo- 

tanically as Nicotiana dcuminata, a 
different species than that grown in this 
country. The plant is smaller in size, 
reaching a height of about three feet, 
and the leaves vary from three to ten 
inches as against leaves in this country 
of a foot and more in length. In Syria 
the tobacco is known as “Abou Riha” 
which is Arabic for “tobacco with odor,” 
or “Djert” which means that all its parts 
are used for stringing It does not differ 
greatly from the other types of tobacco 
grown there, and from 25% to 30% of 
Latakia is harvested at the second 
growth of ordinary tobacco and tombac 
(The latter is used chiefly for narghiles 
or water pipes.) 

The plant is grown along the coast 
but more especially in the mountainous 
regions. The seed, of which two varie- 
ties known as “Chakk-el-Bint’” and 
“Nahlouby” are most widely used, is

HE FOREST plants used for the 

fumigating vary according to the 
district and to the availability of the 
different plants in that district. At first 
an herb known to the natives as “‘ta- 
soune” is burned. The scientific name 
of this herb is /nula [iviscosa which, in 
addition to its smoke, provides a gummy 
substance which sticks to the leaves and 
serves to retain the smoke. Pine is wide- 
ly used and, to a lesser degree fir, and 
Ezer” oak 


The latter three species represent the 
basis of the “fumigation.” Styrax “false” 
terpentine, and myrtle are afterwards 
employed for perfuming purposes. In 
districts where forests are not plentiful, 
fumigators use certain shrubs and herbs 
like wild carob-trees, myrtle, a little oak, 
and especially the “tayoune. ” 





It is important that the result be a 
black, well fumigated tobacco, and as 
free as possible from humidity 


At the end ot the fumigation process, 
the tobacco is taken down and sprinkled 
with water in order to facilitate its 
handling. The lots are then heaped up 
under a light cover. Left for a few 
days to absorb water which gives it 
some flexibility, it is then piled up into 
packages of from two to three kilos each 





Sixty packages constitute a load, which 
is pressed into large jute sacks and for- 
warded to the warehouses of large ex- 
porters of Latakia. In these warehouses 


the tobacco is placed in large piles of 
about 8,000 kilos, where it undergoes a 
slight fermentation which removes its 
surplus water content. It is then taken 
out and packed into bales by special 
workers. 


At the bottom of each bale is the to- 
bacco of inferior quality and fumiga- 
tion; in the middle the best, and on top 
the tobacco of medium quality. 


The main stalk of the plant is about 
the thickness, or a little thicker, than 
the butt end of the mid-rib in American 
tobacco leaf. When the tobacco is cut 
for use in a blend, this stalk is cut up 
with the leaf, giving the finished Latakia 
tobacco somewhat the same appeatance 
(except for color) as the old fashioned 
English bird’s eye tobacco, since care is 
taken to feed the tobacco through the 
cutter in such a way that the stalks will 
meet the cutting knife at right angles 


| Gees is used in a great ma- 
jority of the pipe tobacco blends to- 
day Its different flavor and aroma are 
not comparable to any other and_ its 
quantity in a blend has a great bearing 
on the resultant taste of the mixture 


Many pipe smokers today have ex- 
petimented with the blending of the 
basic tobaccos, and no doubt many have 
been intrigued with Latakia and its con- 
tiibution to the combination, ‘l'hose who 
haven’t should experiment with Latakia 
until they know its taste and its function 
with other tobaccos 


Below are some formulas which may 
be tried if a first hand idea of what 
Latakia is like is desired. The quantits 
of Latakia should be increased or de- 
creased and the resulting change in taste 
noted

‘Another exciting day, an aerial bomb 
fell on the Holborn City Hall only a 
half block away. Luckily, it was a dud, 
but even the most imperturbable Briton 
must have felt his blood pressure rise 
when the bomb disposal squad, after re~ 
moving the fuse, slung a rope around 
the fins of the bomb and dragged it out 
into the street, bumping heavily down 
the stairs as it went. 

There were other disturbing times, 
too—such as that desperate night when 
incendiaries burnt out a square on Rose- 
bery Avenue directly across the street 
from one factory 

After V-J Day, of course, there was 
no further need for combat aircraft, and 
Comoys, their war job done, began the 
very considerable task of preparing to re- 
sume their traditional trade of manu- 
facturing fine smoking pipes. 

There are many knotty problems to 
their reconversion. For the pipe indus- 
try in England had not been allowed to 
continue during the war, and while it 
could not be described actually as 
“dead,” it certainly was most decidedly 
dormant. 

The chief obstacles to the rapid re- 
covery of pipe making in England was 
and still is the great shortage of raw 
materials and of labor 

Raw material is critical because the 


briar that is used in fine pipes comes 
from Mediterranean countries such as 
Algeria, Corsica and Greece. This re- 
gion is the only place in the world where 
genuine briar can be found. Since this 
area had been a theatre of war, no briar 
had been extracted during the hostilities, 
and because the roots of white or tree 
heath which is known as briar can only 
be extracted during the winter months, 
nothing could be done to alleviate the 
situation until last November 

Then there is always the labor prob- 
lem to contend with. This difficulty is 
not caused by strikes, but rather stems 
from the enormous amount of man- 
power required to rebuild Britain’s deva- 
stated areas, and this condition is aggra- 
vated by the comparatively slower de- 
mobilization of the British military 
forces. 

Although skilled labor is essential both 
to the reconversion of plant facilities and 
to the resumption of pipe production, the 
picture is not all black, and fortunately 
it is getting brighter with each passing 
day. 

Tt looks now as though all the famous 
old makes of English pipes will be back, 
at least in limited quantity, in American 
shops during the latter half of the year, 
and that by Christmas a rich variety of 
assortments will be available to gift 
shoppers throughout the world

He prizes his pair of Tyrolean briar 
pipes from Czechoslovakia. They have 
an unusual but interesting shape, possess 
real horn bits, and the metal caps which 
ave found on practically all better pipes 
made during the middle and latter part 
of the 19th century, particularly the con- 
tinental pipes of Europe. The caps were 
required by law at one time, and pre- 
vented escaping sparks from causing fires, 
especialls from pipes being smoked by 
men working in the grain fields 

The caps were also used to hold the 
dregs of tobacco after a pipe had been 
smoked ‘The pipe was turned upside 
down and the “heel” was knocked into 
this cap The pipe was then refilled with 
tobacco, lighted, and the cap containing 
the dregs clamped down upon it Many 
an old-timer felt this combination gave 
a better smoke, since the wet unsmoked 
ends of tobacco served to sort of bank 
the fire in the pipe, and gave a slower, 
cooler smoke

HE PROPER “breaking-in” of 

your new pipe will make a world of 
difference in your pipe’s life and smoking 
quality 

Before anything else, moisten the in- 
side of the bowl with sugared water or 
better yet with a little honey. This causes 
carbonization in the bowl to start more 
quickly. Now fill the bowl about three- 
quarters full with your favorite tobacco 

Do this while the bowl is still moist 
Pack the tobacco firmly, but not tightls 
A loosely filled pipe burns too quickly 
and is likely to burn the bowl and also 
your tongue 

Smoke the tobacco all the way down. 
You can alternate, smoking first a full 
bowl and then a half-full bowl, but 
smoke it all the way down. This gives 
the bowl an ewen coating of carbon. The 
carbon coat must be there but should 
never be allowed to get thicker than 1/16 
of an inch (about the thickness of a 
penny). 

Tf thicker than this it causes a terrific 
pressure on the walls of the bowl and is 
likely to result in a cracked bowl. Light- 
ing your pipe properly is important Give 
the sulphur a chance to disappear from 
the match so that its acid fumes will not 
ruin the aroma of the tobacco. Now ap-

Smoke Loosens 
Tight Stem 


Pipes that are left untouched for sev- 
eral days or weeks often dry out so com- 
pletely that the stem often sticks tight 
in the shank 

A simple remedy to loosen the shank 
is to smoke the pipe a time or two first 
The moisture resulting from the smoke 
plus the heat is usually enough to loosen 
the stem It is then removed easily with 
no danger of breaking stem or shank 
which might otherwise be the case

Olive Oil 
For Polish 


I prefer to polish my pipes occa § 
ally with pure olive oil. Sparingh,- 
plied with a soft cloth, it cleans ¢ 
face nicely, and leave a thin flm 4 
for protection against dust grime , 
fingermarks : 

If the pipe happens to have a naty 
rather than a vainish finish, the oi ge 
be slightly absorbed into the pores of 
briar, thus preventing excessive dry, 
of the wood For some time 
whenever you smoke heat wil 
secreted oil to the surtace thus rene 
the polish . 

Since olive oil is a food and conrad 
no harsh mineral ingredients it doe 
harm the flavor of the pipe or leave 
unpleasant ‘taste’ Quite the cont: 
It is my belief that a pipe so treated gy 
if anything, smoke onls sweeter than 
that is stained and varnished. 

Hard rubber, tenite and black suf 
its stems may also be polished in a 
way. But since these substances are sq 
absorbent, the stems should be wiped sf 
before using :

You will notice that the tobacco rises 
in the bowl as the flame is applied. It 
should be tamped gently back into place 
and the flame again applied Avoid 
scorching the rim of the bowl For ut- 
most enjoyment, smoke slowls 

When you have finished a bowl of to- 
bacco, empty your pipe immediately; —a 
blow through the stem will clear it of 
obstructions and moisture Run a pipe 
cleaner through it and allow it to cool 
off, 

When finished smoking, stand your 
pipe in a vertical position, that is, with 
the stem up. This causes the moisture to 
drain down and gives air a chance to cir- 
culate through the pipe 

Never smoke the same pipe two days 
in succession. More enjoyment results if 
you have several! and rotate them 
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of a busy day:

The thickness is half inch, 
and if a greater thickness is employed, the 
dimensions of the “end” pieces must be 
reduced accordingly. 
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The grooving along the sides is not 
shown in these plans, and each individual 
can create any design to his own choos- 
ing. 

It is suggested that the glass half 
pound canister be purchased first, and the 
dimension altered if necessary to fit, since 
glass canisters in any one certain size are 
a bit difficult to obtain 

The grooves in the bottom are half 


Left, the finished pipe rack and humidor. 
Right, grooves in lid assure a tight fit, 


moon shaped and at the deepest point 
are % inch deep. 

The cover is made of 1° wood and 
turned on a face plate. On the bottom 
side a groove is cut just the diameter of 
the canister, thus permitting the cover to 
fit tightly over the top of the glass jar. 
Also not shown in the drawing is a block 
of wood which is placed under the glass 
canister. The thickness of this wook 
block will vary according to the depth 
of the canister, and the purpose of the 
block is to raise the canister up until it 
protrudes an eighth of an inch above the 
opening in the top 

The handle is made of a solid block of 
wood and cut as shown It is fastened to 
the top of the cover with screws 

The project may be finished by stain- 
ing, varnishing or both, and a final coat 
of wax gives a high gloss. A piece of felt 
glued to the bottom completes the rack

Shank Repair 
With Rubber 


When the shank on one of my tavor- 
ite pipes cracked some weeks back, it was 
not convenient to send it in at the time 
and still I wanted to smoke it. 

My idea, and one which worked quite 
well by the way, was to slip a piece of 
small rubber tubing over the cracked 
area. It served the purpose and permitted 
me to use the pipe the same as always. 

Rubber tubing can be obtained from 
most variety stores, ten cent stores, and 
most auto supply houses. It is available 
in various sized diameters and is very in- 
expensive, Of course it won’t take the 
place of a real repair job, but it is a good 
temporary substitute and can be used 
until the pipe can be parted with long 
enough to be sent in for repair.

Another successful method is to write 
up the fact that a club is being organized 
and have it published in the local news- 
papers. Editors like to get all the de- 
tails possible, so it is wise to include 
as much information as possible 

Sometimes pipe smokers don’t care to 
help organize a club, but are willing to 
join one already in existence. For this 
reason it might be well for the individual 
to give the yroup a name, and in the 
newspaper announcement tell the time 
and place of the next meeting even 
scheduling a program is possible 

For such first meetings it is always 
better to meet at some centrally located 
spot such as the Chamber of Commerce 
hall, public building, ot similar place 
rather than one’s private home, since 
many men dislike going to the home of 
a stranger whereas they wouldn’t hesi- 
tate going to some public building 

Pipe Lovers is glad to assist in any 
way possible in the formation of pipe 
clubs and will gladly send ideas for 
meeting programs as soon as the club 
is organized. The magazine is now 
making a one-reel motion picture on the 
subject of how pipes are made and the 
film, when completed in about two 
months, will be available to club groups 
free of charge for showing at meetings. 

This will be followed by additional 
series of slides and motion pictures on 
pipe subjects designed exclusively for 
use by pipe clubs at meetings.

And third, the work of bonding meer- 
schaum to the bowl of briar can only 
be done by experienced craftsmen and 
cannot be accomplished by mass pro- 
duction methods. The average time re- 
quired. to fit the meerschaum lining into 
the bow! is 18 minutes, according to the 
Kaywoodie Company, and one man can 
fit only thirty pipes in a nine-hour day

to show how badly the burn had eaten 
away the side wall. At its nearest point 
it is almost clear through the wall, and 
the amount of the wall that has been 
burned away can be seen by comparing 
the two sides in Fig. 2. In fact, the 
actual contraction of the outside of the 
bowl may be seen as indicated by the 
clearly visable dent at the spot where 
the burn through occurred 

‘This pipe was obtained from a local 
pipe shop and the writer attempted to 
learn from the shop manager something 
about the pipe smoking habits of the 
owner, but was unable to do so. 

No cake had been allowed to form, 
and it appears as though the burning 
commenced with the first pipeful. Con- 
tinued, rapid smoking caused the damage 


IGURE 3 shows a similar condition 

although not tosuch an extent Since 
black doesn’t photograph well, the writer 
has drawn two white lines to indicate 
where the bowl wall was originally lo- 
cated. There was some cake in this 
pipe, but it was very irregular, and the 
burned walls may have been caused from 
reaming the cake clear out and cutting 
the side wall Thus, when the new cake 
was started, the exposed wood began to 
burn, and the condition went from 
bad to worse. 

Also, it might be pointed out that 
the owner of this pipe was very careless 
The hole in the shank was full of sedi- 
ment, and the dark stains above and 
below the hole were made by tobacco oils 
and moisture soaking into the pores of 
the wood ‘This in time rots the wood, 
not to mention the offensive odor which 
is given off; ample proof that shanks 
should be kept clean. 

Figure + shows how too thick a cake 
can cause a burn. In this cross section 
cut, which was made about half way 
between the top of the bowl and the 
shank, the thickness of the cake is ap- 
parent. It was measured and found to 
be almost a quarter of an inch, nearly 
four times its correct thickness» The 
two white lines were drawn to show 
the thickness of the cake in this bowl 
The owner, thinking he had a good thick 
cake to “absorb the heat” and that there 
was no danger of too much heat reach- 
ing the bowl, apparently began to smoke 
fast thereby generating a high tempera- 
ture 

True, the cake absorbed the heat, but 
it also passed it on to the briar bowl, 
and the briar got so hot it began to 
scorch. The darkened coloration can 
be seen which shows the burned wood,
